This organization focuses on policy matters such as: Federal and state constitutional amendments to protect 
marriage as an institution between one man and one woman, the protection of human life in all its various 
forms, and the appropriate role of state and Federal judicial systems as designed by the founding fathers of

each other or to Focus on the Family or Focus on the Family Action However, they have a uniform 
purpose: serving as a voice for the family and assisting advocates for family ideals who aim to recapture 
the moral and intellectual high ground in the public arena
